Summary of Indian Leader" 


Activities

Howard A. Musser, a Methodist 


missionary in India for 10 years 
gave a brief summary of the revolu- 
tion led by Mahatma Gandhi in In 
dia in an address to Lawrence ^col- 
lege students at convocation Friday 
morning. Mr. Musser, "because of his 
extensive travels in the interior of 
India, is often called the "jungle man 
of India," He has studied the pres- 
int situation* thoroughly.

BRUENING PROGRAM 


It is a bold program submitted by 


Chancellor Bruening, with the approv- 
al of President -vdh Hindenburg, for 
the fiscal salvation of Germany. It 
proposes sweeping reform and drastic 
economies in order to-make both ends 
meet. 
Whereas most' governments 


balance their budgets by increasing 
their revenues or taxes, that of- Ger- 
many proposes to do so -by cutting 
down expenditures with-'an actual re- 
duction in taxes. Practically the whole 
of the civil machinery is subjected to 
a salary cut of 20 per cent for .three 
years. In, addition the salaries of all 
other officials of the German states 
and municipalities, the reichsbank and 
the German-Rail way company, will be 
cut 6 per cent." The cabinet estimates 
that the 1930 budget will close with a 
deficit of about $220,000,000. To off- 
set this the budget'for-1951 will'be cut 
by $250,000,000, of-which salary re- 
ductions will constitute ^ a- large por- 
tion. - 


The tax system will be simplified 


with the aim of reducing collecting 
costs, which on small taxes are often 
more than the tax itself. The free tax- 
able limit, therefore for property is 
raised to $5,000 and that for the turn- 
over tax to $1,250. To 
offset this1 


higher duties on tobacco are.expected 
to, bring in some $40,000,000 in in- 
creased revenues. 


Germany faces a financial and politi- 


cal crisis. She must meet both in a 
way to command the confidence 'of the 
outside world. To do this she must 
meet her obligations under the Young 
settlement and must keep faith with 
her creditors. She must also balance 
her budget.

falls short of this is perilous and in- 
vites the most damaging consequences. 
The political factions arrayed against 
the government are 'totally insensible 
to Germany's predicament and totally 
indifferent to its soutfd solution." 


It is certain-that the Bruening pro- 


gram faces formidable .opposition and 
may be voted down by the-reichstag.- 
If this is the" case it will be ..because', 
petty political parties place their fac- 
tional differences above the -welfare of 
the nation. It will be because they 
are lacking in patriotic service and vi- 
-sion. The government has the power 
to put into effect this program by ex- 
ecutive decree in case of parliamentary 
rejection. The power is expressly 
conferred by the constitution and 
while it amounts to a temporary dic- 
tatorship, the government -would be 
well justified in using it to meet the 
very grave situation faced i>j the,Ger- 
man nation.

FEMALES AND FACTORIES 
One great charge made agalnbt 


the factory system Is that 
In the 


lower grades of labor women axe 
HUbstltuted for men. 


This Js not •* cry complimentary to 


us and wo might "well dispute it al- 
though It is, presumably, put for- 
ward in our defense. 


But putting that point aside, it is 


interesting to look at another view 
of \\hat the development of the fac- 
tory has done for us. 


It Is improbable that it has, on 


the whole, increased the proportion 
of those who are forced to labor. 


It is more probable that It has 


systematized- our labor and given us 
better pay. 
In the countries where civilization 


is least advanced, the largest amount 
of work and the most underpaid 
work is done by our sex. 


Where modern machinery is little 


known, the weaker members of so- 
ciety bear the brunt of the indus- 
trial work. 
The proportion of women who work 


in factories in America is small in 
comparison with the proportion who, 
in the less progressive European 
countries, bear burdens better fitted 
for men, and carry on by hand in 
their homes the work done by ma- 
chinery here. 


The development of the factory 


was a great factor in giving us our 
rightful economic position. 


The larger part of the work pre- 


viously done by us was paid for in- 
directly if at all. 
If the work was household work 


alone—and a heavy burden that was 
in the days when cloth had to be 
•woven and clothes made by hand, 
•nhen the winter's provisions had to 
be stored and preserved—such'work 
was paid for, indirectly, by mainten- 
ance only. 


"When the work of women was 


contributed to the outside world, as 
in agricultural labor and home in- 
dustries, the case was worse. 


Men had direct money dealings 


with the market. 


Women, for this work done over 


and above their household duties 
were paid by maintenance only!

The factory system has changed 


all that. 
If it has forced us from our homes, 


it also pays us directly for our labor. 


Our pay envelope is ours and ours 


alone—not to be collected by our hus- 
bands, fathers or sons.

When a child habitually fails 


-come up to the standard of his grou 
we must search 
carefully for th 


deep cause. I mean by that we mus 
try earnestly to find the force-tha 
is influencing the child for evil. 


I believe that while children ar 


born with a set of traits, some mor 
positive than others, they must de 
pend upon their environment for th 
development or the suppression o 
those characteristics. 


I believe too, that it is usually pos 


sible to suppress any characterstii 
if the^force of the environment i; 
strong enough. Good gifts and bad 
were wished 
upon the children a 


their birth but there is always th 
hope of growth. 


Now if a child was born with a 


tendency to fear, 
it is possible to 


strengthen either his courage or his 
fear by using his environment. By 
environment I mean every force thai 
touches his life, sky and earth and 
water and all that dwell therein. If 
the surroundings 
of the home are 


threatening^ if there are people- 
parents and relatives included alon, 
with the teachers—who make a child 
afraid, fear grows strong and cour- 
age fades away. 
« 


If a child has a hidden physical, de- 


fect, hidden because we have not the 
skill to read the signs correctly, all 
sorts of trouble arises. Pilfering, ly- 
ing without rhyme or reason, lazi- 
ness when every incentive to vork 
has been offered, waywardness in 
every sort of form—all'have a deep 
cause usually in the physical being. 


The doctors are only beginning to 


search this field. Some of them are 
very skilliul in it now and they can 
be found in the clinic and children's 
hospitals. Their service should be en- 
listed for the children who are fail- 
ing. They must be asked to discover 
the deeper causes of the deficiencies 
and failures. Poor vision, poor hear- 
ing, a bad tooth, a gland out of or- 
der any physical defect is permitted 
to exist for any length of 
time 


•will cause poor behavior. 


Then instead of asking what pun- 


ishment can be measured out to fit 


the needs of the erring child, let us 
seek for the deep cause of his be- 
havior. It is not enough to say he is 
stupid, lazy, inattentive, disobedient. 
A label never cures a defect. Indeed 
its weight tells heavily on the othe 
side. Tagging a child to my way o 
thinking, is an evil deed. 


When I ask you to search t- r th 


deep cause of children's conduct 
am not thinking of childish pranks 
fun and mkchief. I am thinking o 
the very serious defects of characte 
that appear during late childhooi 
and early adolescence. 
Consider 


these gravely and never rest unti 
you have exhausted every source o 
information and help. For every re 
suit there is a cause. Find it. If you 
can help the condition do so. If no 
adjust yourself and the child to it 
while there is time.

TO SWISS CHATEAU 


Gossip Said to Be Unofficial 


—Swiss People Consider 
Proposition 


Lugano, Switzerland —W)— \Vil- 


helm Hohenzollern, Germany's im- 
perial exile, la retorted 
eager 
to 


come hero from Doom, seeklngr a 
less trying climate. 


"Whether the Swiss -would wel- 


come O-e responsibility of harboring 
tho ex-emperor remain? to be seen. 
There la nothing official about the 
rumors, but they are quite definite. 


Even the place of his residence 


is designated. It is the Chateau de 
Trevano, last owned by Louis Lom- 
bard, born in -France, 
who went 


early to America and made a for- 
tune in "Wall Street. The chateau 
was -, world center of musical and 
theatrical culture before the war. 


Built naarly forty years ago on 


plans mule by Botta, who was Czar 
Alexander's architect, it was intend- 
ed to be a sort of Temple of Music. 
The owner a Russian baron, spent 
several million dollars oa it, but died 
before his plan matured. It was 
bought by thi, Swiss General Heinz, 
who also died before taking posses- 
s.on. 


For 20 years it was unoccupied. 


Inert Ln-jis Lombard, railroad reor- 
ganlzer and raining: investor, came 
from New Tork and opened the 
place to musicians and eventually 
to dramatists from many countries 


Lombard had gono to the United 


States as a musician and started a 
conservatory in Nev Tork City. He 
turned t> money making, but while 
making a great fortune wrote verse 
in four languages, published sever- 
al books, composed much music and 
wrote a comic opera. He studied law 
in Columbia University. 


Lombard became American consul 


here on his retirement from busi- 
ness. During the war he came to 
believe Switzerland would be drawn 
in and urged Americans to leave. 
He became ill In Italy, tried fo 
reach the chateau which had been 
tho ideal of his life, but died in a 
hotel in Genoa. 


The chateau is on an eminence ov- 


erlooking the Lugano lagoon, with 
th- Italian Alps beyond. Since the 
war th& great gates have been lock- 
ed and the garden hag run -wild, but 
tho palace remains one of the fine 
places of Switzerland.

PROGRAMALL YEAR 


Proposal to Be Turned Over 


to City Council for Con- 
sideration 


Neenah-- Plans have been submit- 


ted to the city council for an all 
year-round playground on the land 
at the rear of the new Senior high 
school. The city acquired the prop- 
erty recently through a gift from S. 
F. Shattuck. The plat, part of which 
was given the city by Mr. Shattuck 
at the time of erection of the new 
school, now includes the entire block 
of 20 acres. The remainder was of- 
fered the city last Wednesday eve- 
ning at the council meeting. 


The plans, submitted by a lands- 


cape architect, although only tenta- 
tive, provide for almost every kind 
of summer and winter sport. Six 
tennis courts, three on each side, 
would be built a large, circular ice 
rink would be laid out, with a regu- 
lation sized hockey rink. The rink 
site would be used in the summer 
for swimming and- wading. A quart- 
er-mile cinder track is proposed on 
the Blm-st side, with the football 
grounds in the center; three soft- 
ball and one regulation sized haroS 
ball diamonds are suggested on the 
Reed-st side horseshoe pits, kitefly- 
ing grounds, and a miniature golf 
course could be located on the south 
end of the plat Shrubbery and trees

The present road would he

VALUE OF WHEAT 


Labor, Overhead, Sales and 


Administration Given as 
Causes

New English Excavations 


Bare Lost History Pages 


BY MII/CON BBONNEB 


London — In all tho 
romantic 


story of modern archaelogy nothing 
more fascinating has occurred than 
the revelation that a few feet be- 
neath a hay-field and trees outside 
the old English city of St. Albans 
there lie ouried the remains of the 
Roman city of Verulam which was the 
metropolis, of England before Jesus 
of Nazareth was born and beside 
which Londinium — original of the 
present London — was a mere trad- 
ing- village. 


Irr^fact, if the hopes already rais- 


ed by archaelogical finds are realiz- 
ed, Verulam may well, prove to be 
to England what Pompeii and Her- 
culaneum are to Italy — a marvel- 
ous preservation of the everyday 
life of the Roman masters of the 
then known world. Verulam may ev- 
en exceed them in interest. After all, 
Pompeii and Herculaneum were only 
Roman seaside towns preserved for 
posterity by being: buried in a rain of 
ashes from the neighboring volcano 
of Tesuvius. But Verulam was more 
than a Roman town. Long before the 
Romans came to England on con- 
quest bent, there is evidence that 
Verulam was the site of a native Brit- 
ish town and, possibly, the biggest 
in all the island. 


ANCIENT ROMAN WALLS 


It h&,d long, been known by the 


people of St. Albans that just out- 
side the' town there had been a 
Roman city. ' The ancient 
Roman 


city walls are 
exposed for 
many 


hundreds of feet. Eighty-three years 
ago the remains of a Roman the- 
ater, the only one in Great Britain, 
wehre exposed and, nearby, the re- 
mains of a? Roman -forum. Not long 
ago it was decided to have the site 
excavated to see whether further 
traces of the old city could be dis- 
covered. 


This'-taSk was entrusted to Dr. 


R. E.', Mortimer Wheeler, keeper and 
secretary 'of the London Museum, 
and his wife, both of whom are well 
known British archaeologists. They 


had not gone far before they began 
to make sensational discoveries — 
tho remains of a great Roman gate- 
way, Roman villas, a Roman wine 
cellar and a Roman cemetery, which 
was always placed outside the city 
walls for hygienic reasons. 


WORK POSTPONED 


"Work in excavating has now been 


postponed until next year on account 
of the setting in of the rain sea- 
son, but points of vast archaeological 
and historical importance are expect- 
ed to be cleared up: 


FIRST—In 54 ,B. C., Julius Caesar 


crossed the Thames river in pursuit 
of Cassivellaunus, king of the na- 
tive tribe of Catuvellauni who was 
overlord of southeastern 
Britain. 


His stronghold is supposed to have 
been where Verulam has now been 
found. In this native British met- 
ropolis was located the first mint 
ever known in British history. The 
native Britons had learned 
about 


coining money from their contacts 
with people from Roman-ruled Eu- 
rope and imitated them. Caesar did 
not finish the conquest of England. 
This was only accomplished in the 
year 43 A. D. under the Emperor 
Claudius, And eight years later the 
Romans conferred upon Verulam the 
title of "municipium," which in Gaul 
was a title given only to pre-Roman 
cities which had proved themselves 
worthy of Roman honor by reason of 
their size and importance. 
This 


proves that even after Caesar depart- 
ed, and before Claudius came, Ver- 
ulam m; intained its commanding po- 
sition. The big point, therefore, is 
that here if anywhere the excava- 
tors hope to 
find the pre-Roman 


British stronghold and its native 
civilization — something 
about 


which very little is known. 
'. 


'SECOND—In the year A. D. 61, 


while the main Roman armies were 
to the north fighting the native 
tribes; the minor officials left in the 
south so aroused the Britons by their

tion, it is hoped, will be uncovered. 


THIRD—Vcrulum was rebuilt up- 


on an even blgrer scate by tho Ro- 
mans, being made a regular Roman 
walled city and here they remained 
for 630 years. There is, therefore, the 
chance that the whole of Roman 
civilization in Britain lor 350 years 
may be uncovered. 


FOURTH—When the Romans fin- 


ally abandoned Britain,'there was a 
wild swirl of petty wares between 
nativ.e tribes. The fifth century af- 
ter Christ, so far as Britain is con- 
cerned, remains a mystery. It is 
known that England was harried by 
Picts and Scots and Anglo-Saxon and 


Irish pirates in the fourth century. 
Notwithstanding; Verulam seems to 
have continued a semi-peaceful exist- 
ence, because a contemporary life of 
St-German;us, a Gaulish bishop, says 
ho camo to Verulam In 423 for the 
purposu of putting down a native 
Christian ,he,resy. This would imply 
that Verulam was not at wnr. since 
tho inhabitants had time and leisure 
to q'jarrel among- themselves about 
relijT'On. In Verulam, therefore, if 
anywhere, it Is hoped to discover 
something about British urban life in 
the fifth century, "the story of which 
is at present a blank pace. 
DISCOVERED ANCIENT ItATIIS 
One of the first discoveries Dr. 


Wheeler made this past summer was 
the foundation of a great gateway in 
the walls through which ran 
the 


main Roman road from London to 


Verulam. There- was also uncovered 
tho remains of what was probably 
an elegant Roman villa of 
some 


higher official. Tesselated pavements 
of tho floor of tho villa were dis- 
covered. These were made of red pot- 
tery squares measuring about an 
inch each way. In what -was another 
room was discovered a pavement of 
n Greek key pattern. 


In still another ho> se remains of 


a Roman bath system were uncover- 
ed. Tho Roman baths wero of our 
present Turkish bath type and wove 
heated from furnaces which supplied 
hot air to baseme.its beneath tho 
floors and to fluo pipes which car- 
ried the hot air to the upstairs rooms 
and kept them comfortable in bad 
weather.

objections at large upon the journal and 
proceed to reconsider it. Appropriation 
bills may be approved in whole or in part 
by the governor, and the part approved 
shall become law, and the part objected 
to shall be returned in the same manner 
as provided for other bills. If, after sucli 
reconsideration, two thirds of the mem- 
bers present shall agree to pass the bill, 
or the part of the bill objected to, it shall 
be sent, together with the objections, to

come a law. But in all such cases the votes 
of both houses shall be ^determined by 
yeas and: 11 ays, and the names of the mem- 
bers voting fjpr or against trie bill or the 
part of the bill objected to, shall be enter- 
ed on the journal of each house respective^ 
ly.

Washington— It may seem funny 


to think of the Federal Board of Tax 
Appeals as an agency for the cen- 
sorship of free speech and suppres- 
sion of academic freedom, but the 


; Idea Is not too funny to be true. 


In its own little way the Board of 


' Tax Appeals has stepped up along- 


side the Postofflce Department, the 
Customs service and the Methodist 


• Board of Temperance, Prohibition 
' and'Public Morals, whose custom of 
' censorsoring reading1 matter is one 


of long standing1. 
A CONTROL OVER EDUCATION 


The board has ruled that contri- 


butions to educational institutions 
whose teachings" are controversial 


• and critical of the prevailing eco- 


nomic and social system cannot be 


• deducted in making federal Income 
• tax calculations. 
Whether It can 


make such a ruling stick probably 


' will be decided in the federal courts. 


If the ruling stands th'Is small sec- 
tion of the government will be given 
an Important hold on American edu- 


• cational institutions because if the 
• tax board does not approve an edu- 
• cational institution within the mean- 
' ing of the federal revenue act its en- 


tire income is bereft of the tax-ex- 
empt privilege. 


The case where the board made 


its unusual ruling was that of Mrs. 
Bertha P. Weyl of New York, who 
claimed she was entitled to make in- 


. come tax deductions for contribu- 


tions to the League for Industrial 
Democracy in 1923 and 1923. The 
Bureau of Internal Revenue chal- 
lenged the deductions, holding that 
the contributions did not come un- 
der taxation act, provisions covering 
contributions to non-profit-making 
associations "organized and operated 


, for 
exclusively 
educational 
pur- 


poses." 


The board admitted in its ruling 


that the L. I. D. was engaged in 
"education for a new social order 
based on production for use and not 


£ for profit" and that its activities 
' consisted of "social and economic re- 


search, the preparation and distri- 
bution of pamphlets among its mem- 
bers, colleges and others, the arrang- 
ing of lectures, conferences and de- 
bates, tfre quarterly publication of a 
'News Bulletin' and the organization 
of student societies at 
universities 


and colleges." But the board said this 
wasn't an association "organized and 
operated exclusively for educational 
purposes." 


It went out of its way to assume 


a prerogative, for that would seem 
to set a precedent for ruling against 
some institution in the future on, the 
ground that it. taught the sphericity 
of the earth. The board, said, in ef- 
feet, that the L. I. D. was not en- 
titled to consideration because the 
board didn't like the things it was 
teaching.

Sternhagen 
wrote. 
"Freedom of 


thought and difference of opinion are 
essential to education and progress. 
There is no justification for reading 
Into the statute qualifications that 
we must be In agreement with the 
thesis or that the subject is one 
which, as we guess, Congress wanted 
to foster. ... To me it seems that 
the tax deduction was to foster any 
educational corporation described in 
the statute, whether its teaching, 
barring- extremes, was, In my opin- 
ion, sound or unsound, liberal or con- 
servative, so long as it was genuine 
and pure in its educational activities. 
Whether Its education is 
contro- 


versial, political or immediately or 
remotely effective, I think is beside 
the point" 


The ruling- in the J/. I. D. case was 


made some months ago, but received 
no general attention at the time. Tie

Mack's younger days in baseball 


were spent under stern leadership of 
the old school. Managers did not 
spare words. If necessary, they used 
their fists. Strangely, this influence 
developed Mack as a 
softspoken, 


quiet and persuative type of man- 
ager. 


"Some people have always main- 


tained that certain types of players 
require rough handling and harsh 
words. It is true that you cannot 
compromise with many, but I have 
never found that it paid to drive a 
player, no matter how unruly he 
might be. He will not do his best.
